It was reported at Berne, Switzerland, 
Feb. 23, that the Simplon_ tunnel 
through the Alps, which was begun in 
1898, has been completed.

Fuel Alcohol From Refuse. 

Consul General Mason, at Berlin, has 
reported on the recent developments of 
the manufacture of alcohol in Germany 
for fuel purposes. This product, known 
as denaturized and methylated alcohol, 
is made from the refuse of beet sugar 
factories and from corncobs and corn- 
stalks for about $4 a ton. At this rate 


it is cheap enough for general commer- 
cial use in generating steam. It is said 
to.be even cheaper than coal.

The emperor received his 
degree by proxy through his ambassa- 
dor, Baron Speck von Sternburg, while 
the president attended in person. The 
ceremony occurred in the Academy of 
Music in the presence of a great audi- 
ence. The candidates for degrees were 
presented by Dr. S. Weir Mitchell; In 
doing so Dr. Mitchell called attention 
to the fact that this university had 
conferred the same degree on George 
Washington, July 4, 1783. The degree 
of doctor of laws was also conferred 
upon the British ambassador, Sir Hen- 
ry Mortimer Durand, United States 
Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, Rear 
Admiral Clark of the navy and David 
T. Watson, a Pittsburg lawyer. The 
degree of doctor of letters was con- 
ferred upon Thomas B. Aldrich and that 
of doctor of science upon Robert 8. 
Woodward, president of the Carnegie 
institution. 

As orator of the day President Roose- 
velt appreciated the foreign policy of 
President Washington and made it the 
basis of a plea for a more powerful 
navy as “the surest guarantee of peace 
and the cheapest insurance against 
war.”

Statue of Miss Willard Accepted. 

The formal acceptance by congress of 
the statue of Frances E. Willard, the 
famous temperance organizer, which 
was presented by the state of Illinois 
as one of its two most distinguished 
citizens for a place in Statuary hall, 
occurred Feb, 17 in the presence of a 
throng of temperance workers and 
Washington school children. Both 
houses suspended business to hold ex- 
ercises in honor of Miss Willard. 

The statue is the work of Miss Hel- 
en F. Mears of Wisconsin. It repre- 
sents Miss Willard standing in an 
easy position with the right hand rest- 
ing on a reading desk and the left arm 
by the side, with the hand holding a 
manuscript. The statue, which is of 
Carrara marble, oecupies a position 
next to that of George Washington. 
On the pedestal is an inscription be- 
ginning, ‘Ah, it- is women who have 
given the costliest hostages to fortune.”

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To the Editor of the Townsman: 


As the time for the election of town 
officerg is at hand and as there jis consid- 
erable feeling regarding the election of a 
superintendent of streets for the current 

yvear, & few words in regard to the streets 
would prabably be timely. 

- ° As a citizen of the town and g lover of 
good roads I must say that the work of 
the present road surveyor has been any- 
thing but satisfactory this winter. 

The centre of the town has been, and 
isat the present time, in a condition 
which is considered by many as dis- 
graceful toa town of Andover’s stand- 
ing. The gutters have not been properly 
cleaned and the surplus water On ac- 
count of this, has been a nuisance to pe- 
destrians. 

The sidewalks should also come in for 
a bit of comment. In many places the 
snow plows did not do the work ex- 
pected of them until long after the 
time when the ploughing should have 
been done, making it very disagreeable 
for people who work in the mills to get 
to their work. I know of many in- 
stances where people were compelled to 
stay at home, no. paths having been 
made for them, .I contend that this 
work should and ean be done at an hour 
early enough to allow people to leave 
their homes at 6 a. m. Possibly this 
condition is due to the fact that the 
present road surveyor lives so far from 
the center of the town that it is im- 
possible for him to get here early enough 
to send out the ploughs, and I think 
that a remedy for this would be to elect 
aman who lives near the Square. The 
surveyor should live where he 
could be ‘‘on the spot” in every emer- 
gency and not so far away that some 
days he is not able to get. to the centre, 
at all. 

Another thing which could be im- 
proved upon is repairing roads during 
thesummer. As is generally known, 
new roads are not necessary at the 
present time, but much repairing 
should be done to keep the present roads 
in a good condition. A free use of 
gravel of which the town has an abund- 
ant supply, would put many of the 
town’s poorest highways in perfect 
order. 

Now some changes and improvements 
could be touched upon but these few 
comments will serve to awaken a gen- 
eral interest for the coming election 
and might serve as points for the next 
road surveyor. ‘There is but one candi- 
date from the centre who can be made 
to fit into this order of things. The 
candidates stretch from Lowell to North 
‘eading, but the immediate need for 
highway work. is right here in the 
centre. George F. Cheever is the only 
candidate who can be called upon in 
such time as there is need of prompt 
work. He may not have had highway 
experience, but he has abundant “horse 
sense,” a thorough acquaintance with 
the town’s needs, and is today the most 
available and worthy candidate upon 
the ballot for this position where a 
change is imperatively demanded.

But supposing a 
town does get a few’ dollars by the es- 
tablishment of these nurseries of poverty 
and vice, will these few dollars pay for 
one ruined son, or. one broken-hearted | 
wife, or one lost, degraded sdul?

But where is the mighty moral dis- 
tinction? It isan axiom older than the 
Roman Jaw, and true as the Gospel 
itself, that whoever does an act by the 
agency of another, does it himself. And, 
therefore, when we vote for license, we 
become virtually the agents of the rum: 
seller, and partners in the business, 
and as citizens of the town receive our 
portion of the money, stained with the 
blood and tears of our weak brother 
whom we have tempted. Dear reader, 
if you do not seek such a partnership or 
wish to assume such a solemn responsi- 
bility before God and man, vote “No.”

Representative Campbell of Kansas, 
who fathered the house resolution to in- 
vestigate the oil monopoly, has filed 
with the department of commerce and 
labor vertain charges on behalf of the 
Kansas Oil Pro- 
ducers’ associa- 
tion. Special 
cases are men- 
tioned wherein 
the Santa Fe 
railroad after 
making a cer- 
tain rate to an 
independent oil 
producer arbitra- 
rily increased it 
as a favor to the 
Standard.

Pipe Lines Common Carriers. 

Without opposition the Kansas legis- 
lature has decreed that the pipe lines 
shall be common carriers and has plac- 
ed them under the control of the board 
of railway commissioners. This is the 
third law in the Kansas war on the oil 
trust, the other two being for a state 
refinery and the maximum freight rate 
law. 


Bryan Advises Roosevelt. 

In the current issue of the Commoner 
W. J. Bryan asks if the president would 
not be in a better position to push his 
railway rate fight if he should refuse 
to accept further favors from the rail- 
roads. 


Indiana's Anticigarette Law. 

’ Following the ‘announcement of Rep- 
resentative Baker before his colleagues 
in the fndiana legislature last week 
that a $100 bill, which he then and-there 
took from a letter addressed to him, was 
intended as d bribe from. the cigarette 
trust, the bill prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and sale of cigarettes in the state 
and making it unlawful for any one 
to have them in-his possession passed 
by a vote of 44 to 17 and went to the 
governor for his signature. O. A. Baker, 
a former state senator, was arrested for 
alleged connection with the bribe. 


Pennsylvania Election Frauds. 

Gross frauds were reported in con- 
nection with the city elections in Penn- 
sylvania Feb. 21, especially in the cities 
of Philadelphia and Pittsburg. What- 
ever popular opposition to the exist- 
ing order of things had been aroused 
was said to have been overcome by 
systematic repeating, ballot box stuff- 
ing and list padding. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Criminal War on Beef Trust. 

Steps were taken last week in fif- 
teen states toward the criminal prose- 
eution of persons responsible for the 
existence of the so called beef trust or 
monopoly of food products. At Chica- 
go 165 witnesses were summoned to 
appear before a special grand jury, in- 
eluding J. Ogden Armour, Edward 
Morris, &. A. Cudahy, Louis F. Swift, 
P. A. Valentine, Nelson Morris and oth- 
er well known packers. Similar sum- 
monses were made at St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis, Boston, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
New York, Jersey City, Cleveland, 
Omaha, St. Louis and New Orleans. 
This concerted movement on the part 
of the government came like a thun- 
derbolt, so secretly had it been ar- 
ranged. 


Vaccination Is Compulsory. 

The supreme court has decided that 
local boards of health on the authority 
of state legislatures had the right to 
compel persons to submit to vaccina- 
tion in an outbreak of smallpox. The 
case was that of Mr. Jacobsen of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., who was fined for re- 
fusing to be vaccinated. It confended 
that the law was contrary to the con- 
Stitution, that vaccination did not pro- 
tect and that it was dangerous. Jus- 
tice Harlan in delivering the opinion of 
the court said that one person or a 
minority in any community should not 
have the power to dominate the major- 
‘ity in matters affecting the public 
health. Justices Brewer and Peckham 
dissented. 


Kansas Trust Law Upheld. 

The United States supreme court has 
affirmed the validity of the Kansas 
antitrust law in the case against E. J. 
Smiley, secretary of the State Grain 
Dealers’ association. He was convict- 
ed under the state law of having made 
an agreement with the grain dealers to 
prevent competition and was sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment and 


$500 fine.

Johann Efoch, the man of many 
wives, is held by the coroner's jury at 


Chicago to be responsible for the death 
of Mrs. Marie Welker-Hoch. It was 
shown that the embalming fluid in the 
woman’s body contained arsenic, 

San Francisco papers reported that 
Mrs. Jane L. Stanford, widow of the 
founder of Stanford university, had 
narrowly escaped being poisoned with- 
in the past month by drinking mineral 
water at her home in San Francisco 
which was found to be charged with 
strychnine. 

In the state circuit court at Rich- 
mond, Ky., Berea college was fined 
$1,000 for violation of the law passed 
by the last legislature prohibiting the 
coeducation of white and colored races, 
The case will be fought through the 
higher courts to test the constitution- 
ality of the law. 

The supreme court of Wisconsin has 
decided that the state insurance com- 
missioner cannot lawfully compel in- 
surance companies to make annual dis- 
tribution of their surplus among policy 
holders. The decision is rendered in 
the case of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society, the court ruling that the 
state law permits but does not require 
such distribution. 


International Arbitration Plan. 

President Roosevelt, unmoved by the 
action of the senate in amending his 
arbitration treaties, has told the friends 
of arbitration that he would instruct 
the American representatives to the 
second Hague conference to seek an 
agreement regarding the class of inter- 
national. subjects which shall be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 


New Parcels Post Treaties. 

A treaty making provision for a sys- 
tem of parcels transportation through 
the postoftice has been concluded be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. Parcels not to exceed four 
pounds and six ounces in -~veight and 
not to exceed $50 in value may btre- 
after be sent at the rate of 12 cents a 
pound instead of 10 cents an ounce, as 
formerly. All kinds of merchandise 
and articles usually placed in the mails 
may, with specified exceptions, be put 
in the parcels carried under the treaty. 
A similar arrangement is in process of 
negotiation with France, and already 
we have such arrangements with Ger- 
many, Norway, -Beigium, China and 
Japan. .

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Armor Contract For Midvale. 

It is announced that the navy depart- 
ment has reconsidered its decision giv- 
ing all the armor contracts to Bethle- 
hem and Carnegie companies and that 
1,000 tons of the lot would pe ordered 
from the Midvale company. It_is.said 
that this order is to test the capacity 
of the Midvale plant. ’

No Rate Bill This Session. ; 

In reply to a question of Mr. Berry of 
Arkansas Chairman Elkins of the in- 
terstate commerce committee said it was 
extremely doubtful 
that the railroad 
rate bill passed by 
the house could be 
reported this, ses- 
sion in view of the 
number of amend- 
ments to be consid- 
ered. He said the 
committee was re- 


ceiving thousands 
of letters on the 
Senator Elkins. subject, imostly to 
the effect that hasty legislation was 
undesirable. 
Mr. Carmack of Tennessee spoke 


facetiously of the harmony in the com- 
mittee and of its “keen desire to ex- 
ecute at. the earliest possible moment 
promises made by the president to the 
people of the United States to carry out 
the pledges contained in the Democrat- 
ic platform.” The committee decided to 
hear further testimony. 
Representatives Esch and Townsend, 
who fathered the house bill, made it 
known that the president had given up 
hope of getting the bill through the sen-

ate and was disposed to call an extra 
session of congress Oct. 1. 


Philippine Tariff Passes. 

The bill relating to-tariffs on goods 
imported into the Philippine Islands at 
an average duty of 20 per cent, without 
preference being given to American 
products, was passed by the house Feb. 
21. An amendment. provided that no 
revenues should be derived from traffic 
in opium, An effort to put cotton, iron, 
leather, flour, rice, meats and fish on 
the free list failed. 


Domingo Treaty to Go Over. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia served no- 
tice that he regarded the Santo Domin- 
go treaty as too important a matter to 
be disposed of within the brief period 
remaining to the present session. Ob- 
jection was also made by Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama, and the treaty will 
accordingly be considered by the extra 
session of the sate beginning March 6. 


To Return Captured Flags. 

The joint resolution. introduced by 
Mr. Lamb (Dem., Va.) authorizing the 
secretary of war to return to their orig- 
inal owners the Union and Confederate 
battleflags ‘captured during the civil 
war and now in the custody of the war 
department was adopted by the house 
without comment or opposition amid 
applause. 


Senate Passes Panama Bill. 
The bill. placing. the military, eivil 
and judicial control of the Panama ca- 


nal zone in the hands of the president 


until the adjournment of congress in 
1906, authorizing Lim to construct the 
canal and to acquire by condemnation 
the outstanding stock of the Panama 


railroad was passed by the senate 
Feb. 23.

The house passed the bill introduced 
by Mr. Mann (Rep., Ill.) to authorize 
the president to bestow suitable 
bronze medals on persons who en- 
danger their own lives in saving or 
trying to save lives from any wreck or 
in preventing such wreck apo ici 
road within the United States engaged 
in interstate commerce. It also provides 
that a rosette or ribbon may be previd- 
ed for the owner of a medal to wear.

Redmond Deniands Home Rule. 

In moving an amendment to the re- 
ply of the commons to the king’s speech 
John E. Redmond, leader of the Irish 
party, declared that “the present sys- 
tem of government for Ireland is op- 
posed to the will of the Irish people.” 
At a special meeting of the ministry 
Earl Dudley, lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, resigned. Mr. Redmond said that 
Ireland was governed by a bureaucracy 
more devoid of responsibility than that 
of Russia. On his motion to adjourn 
the government majority was reduced 
to forty-two. 


Rojestvensky Justified. 

The international commission of ad- 
mirals, which has been investigating 
the attack of the Russian fleet on Brit- 
ish fishermen in the North sea, has 
found Admiral Rojestvensky’s firing 
excusable on the ground that he 
thought Japanese torpedo boats were 
in his path. No opinion is given as to 
whether Japanese were present. The 
press of England is extremely bitter 
over this decision, which is regarded as 
the ‘death knell of arbitration.” 


Castro Would Arbitrate. 

Dr. Jose Paul, vice president of the 
Venezuela federal court, has arrived at 
Washington as the special envoy of 
President Castro to secure a friendly 
settlement of the asphalt and other dif- 
ficulties. He intimated that Minister 
Bowen was disliked by his goverament.

County .Commissioner Bishop bag 
been. practically given power of. thé 
board to adjust matters in relation to 
securing the lands necessary for the 
approaches to the proposed highway 
bridge at Haverhill..° The approaches 
have not been decided upon on account 
of some difficulty which is being expe- 
rienced in securing title to the land at 
each end of the bridge. According to 
the plans, the lower part of Blossoin 
Street, in ward 7, is to be abandoned, 

O Ke Street will be (extended 
across to Elm street, converging at a 
point near the Shugrue estate. -Elm 
Street is’ to be straightened and the 
Street will be lowered several feet to 
make the descent to the bridge ap- 
Iroach gradual. 

One matter which has occasioned con- 
siderable unfavorable comment is the 
fact that the driveway is to be only 
20 feet wide, when, in the jugdment of 
several bridgemen who have been in- 
terested in the plans during the past 
week, 40 feet would be nearer the 
Proper width, The tracks will be nearly 
14 feet above the roadway, and _ this 
Will allow the passage of box teams 
which have business in that section on 
account of the freight depot and the 
bat factory, but two of the wide teams 
would not pass if the bridge was con- 
structed according to present plans. 

The matter of securing land is a dif- 
ficult one, for with grade crossing and 
new bridge plans, the upper end of 
fradford, that part near the Bradford 
Gepot, is to be considerably changed, 
the Hayes, Allen and Shugrue proper- 
ties entering into the plans of the en- 
sineers, Only crude plans have been 
made thus far and the approaches have 
not been decided upon on account of 
the difficulties experienced in securing 
the land at either end. The commission -

“Music and the other arts all inter- 
ested him and his home in Lawrence 
showed the inner soul of the man. His 
wife. as I remember her, was an ac- 
complished musician and the home life 
of the two was of the sweetest. 

“At the last meeting of the justices 
of Massachusetts Judge Stone was 
chosen chairman and has held that po- 
sition since 1893. He often attended 
the meetings.of the Middlesex county 
judges, being the only judge outside of 
the county tasdo so. We never thought 
of him being anything except a Mid- 
diesex county man and many friends 
did he have among the justices. 

“He was a good, true, noble man, 
eminently qualified to uphold the dig- 
rity and honor of a court of the com- 
monwealth and he will be universally 
mourned.”

With William L. Wilson as postmaster 
general extended his appointment un- 


til the end of the next session of the 
senate and on December 18th, 1895, 
with Wilson still postmaster general 


he was reappointed for a term of four 
years by Grover Cleveland. He wus 
last appointed by President Theodore 
Roosevelt on January 17th, 1902, te 
serve four years, dating his term from | 
December 17th, 1901. Though he has 
not received a commission from each | 
one Mr. Pilling has served under eight 
Presidents and 16 postmaster genera!s. 


The old postoffice was located = on 
Sutton street near to thc Boston and 
Maine depot. The building is now | 
standing, but has been moved onte 
Ashiand.-street,-and is now. usedas a} 
private residence. Mr. Pilling was 


appointed to succeed Andrew Smith ts 
postmaster. He had for ten years 
previous worked in the office as clerk 
under Smith and was well fitted to) 
take up the postmastership, The old 
postoffice was abandoned seven years 
ago last September and new quarters | 
fitted out with new and up-to-date | 
fixtures in the Frye block, now known 
as the postoffice block on Main street | 
at the corner of Second street. In Juiy 


1902, the postoffice was made a sub- 
station to the Lawrence office. Up to 
that date Mr. Pilling had performed 


the duties attended upon his office, un- 
assisted except by Mrs. Pilling. After 
that time he was given an assistant 
and he now has three focal and one 
rural carrier under’ him. On the in- 
troduction 6f the rural free delivery 
service he was given a substantial in- 
crease in salary.

REVISED LAWS OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS, 
Chapter 212, Section 56. 


Whoever, not being a minor under 
seventeen years of age, a blind person or 
a person asking charity within bis gwn 


| city or town, roves about from place to 


place begging, or living without labor or 


| visible means of support, shall be deemed 


a tramp. 

An act of begging or soliciting alms, 
whether of money, food, lodging or 
clothing, by a person having no resi: 
dence in. the town within which the act 
is committed, or the riding upon a 
of a railroad, whether 
within or without any car or part there- 
of, without a permit from the proper 
officers or employees of such railroad or 
train, shall be prima facie evidence that 
such person is a tramp.
